Frances Mitchell Miller, Minneapo- 
lis, chairman of the project launched 
at Christmas time to collect funds for 
the redecorating of the Sisters’ dining 
room has issued a report on the proj- 
ect. 

The changes made are described by 
Mrs. Miller as follows: 

“The ceilings of the dining room 
have been treated with acoustical 
fibre board. The woodwork is grey- 
toned, the walls are done in a soft 
aqua shade and the window bay is 
finished in a modified hunter’s green 
for contrast. Egg-shell Venetian 
blinds are hung at the eight win- 
dows. 

“Three presses with formika table 
tops and shelves below have been 
made. These are used for dish stor- 
age as well as for cafeteria service 
which is used at the noon lunch. A 
suitable new crucifix will be the sole 
wall decoration.” 

According to the chairman, 1100 
letters were sent out and 246 responses 
were received. The total amount re- 
ceived was $681 which is $319 short 
of the $1000 goal. 

Project Still Open 

The chairman adds that the project 
is being kept open a while longer to 
accommodate those alumnae who 


“didn't get around to sending their bit « 


at Christmas time.” With their coop- 
eration the remaining expenses can be 
taken care of.
